South Dakota Able to Boast of One 
of the Greatest Curiosities 
in the World . 


Uncertainty as to Human Relics Re­ 
cently Found Near the Famous 
Alam o at San Antonio. 


Recently w’orkmen have unearthed 
in a portion of the Alamo grounds at 
San Antonio bones which may be those 
of the heroes of Texas whose bodies 
were cremated by the victorious hordes 
under Santa Anna. 
No effort was made to gather the 
bones nor to remove them to the in­ 
closure of the Alamo. They were per­ 
mitted to remain where they were 
found; and a garage is to be built over 
the spot, the ground where the dis­ 
covery was made being outside the 
walls and a part of tlie property which 
has gone to commercial use. 
The bones w’ere found some 200 
feet south of the w’all of the Alamo; 
and the inquiry made has not fully de­ 
veloped w’heiher they w’ere those of 
the Texans or whether they were those 
of the Indians who w’ere used to build 
the ancient mission and who formed 
the colony'which the friars gathere« !
